Mnted Testimony, To-day>t tlie Coro- 


nar's Secret Inquest.

Lizzio Terrell Tell What 


Thoy Know.

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Grilllth, Mrs. 


Smith, Mrs. Hauling, Lewis Itohling and 
Mrs. Hosemyor were before the coroner's 
jury investigating the Mat MoKiuloy 
murder mystery, and to-day testimony of 
a sensational character was given point- 
ing to tho guilt ot Jack Faunce, who is 
accused ot the crime. 


Mrs. Mary Grilliln, wife of tho boiler 


maker, was the llrel wilness on the stand 
yentorday afternoon. 
She tostillud in 


substance as follows: She would hvo on 
Uglesby flreet it the slieot was opened; 
came down lown wilh Mrs. Sinilh who 
had somo washing lo deliver at Pete 
Sell's saloon; went from Sell's to tlie 
Meyer & Plainer grocery store; staid at 
the sloro about au hour; saw McKiuluy 
lit the store but did not speak to him. 
left the store aboul nine o'clock; walked 
out of the store when Plumer turned oft' 
the gas m tho south window; did not seo 
MuKinley when I left the store; did not 
know where ho was when I loft, Mrs, 
Smith was witli mo; wo went east to Mr. 
Peddeeord's and then south on Franklin 
street; we were on the oast side of the 
Htroet; did not BOO Mat walking through 
the park; did not soo any parson on tlio 
street that S knew; did not see anybod) 
standing on tho southeast corner ot 
Franklin and Mam streots when wo went 
home; started directly for home when wo 
left Plumer's; did not stop any whore; 
saw ono man coming easl on Main wlroel 
from toward Grmdol's; was bill a few 
steps nwuy ho hallowed at rno 
and 


called mo "Ida" or "Anna" or somo name 
liko that; did not understand hardly what 
it was. He was a medium sized man, 
light compleotod, smooth face, woro dark 
clothes and had on one of those soft foil 
huts kind of turned up around; 1 Hunk 
he culled me "Ida" Iwico.

Mrs. lUibecoa Smith tosliflod in tmb- 


Htanco: Sho is fifty-live yours old and 
lives in what in known IIH the Turner 
properly in llio south part ot town. Sho 
works for n living; onmo down town on 
the evening of the 3d of .fuly in company 
with Mm. Grillilh; asked the GritUlh wo- 
man to come with her, and they cnmo up 
South Franklin street. As Ihqy cnmo up 
town they saw two women nnd u man on 
the corijor of Franklin anil Main streets. 
She hoard tho women say something 
about somebody going to shoot somo one 
ns they passed them; didn't know them; 
Thoy went to Tote Hells' saloon whore 
she delivered some washing. Thoy went 
from Peto Soils' lo Myor le Plumor's gro- 
cery store; elm did her trading there; 
thoy staid Ihere about an hour; sho saw 
Mat McKinley there; did not spnak to 
him; did not see Mrs. Grilllth speak to 
him; have known him for some time; 
they left tho store together about 9 
o'clock. Plumer was closing np t lio store 
as they left. Did not see Mat when they 
storied. Did not see him walking through 
tho park. Did not know that he intend- 
ed to go homo by way of Franklin street, 
They started for homo immediately after 
leaving the store; went east to I'eddo- 
cord's, then south on the oast nido ot 
Franklin street. They did not stop on 
the way or BOO anyone they knew botweon 
the store and tho corner of Franklin and 
Main streets. She suw two men Hlanil- 
i»g by tho limp post on the corner ot 
Franklin and Main streets. She did not 
know them, Saw men standing down on 
Mam street in tront of Henry Manor's 
grocery. They woro too far away U> tell 
who they wore. After passing the corner 
of Franklin and Main streets a few HtepH 
she heard some one coming up qmnltly 
behind lliom. He called on I "Ida" Iwice. 
Mrs. Grillilh told him ho was mini, ikon, 
He said: "By G - Pin not," anil that ho 
was going with her. Mrs. Grillllli find 
that he wouldp't, that sho didn't allow 
inybody to go home with nor. llo called 


down, and a moment after saw B shot 
fired by the man standing. After firing 
the shot, the man started towards the 
alley; she did not soe him afterwards. 
The man who was down got up groaning, 
and walked from where he was across the 
alley and sank down against the barn on 
the opposite side o£ the clley.

Lewis Bohling, sou of Mrs. Charles 


Kehling, wns called into the jury room.

WIIDNKHIMY, JULY 10. 


Tho forenoon secret session of the jury 


began at Siffi o'clock, nnd the llrst wit- 
ness admitled was a slrnugor who hud 
decidedly scnsalionul testimony to offer. 
Ueporters barred. 


D. J. WH'inmH is his name, His occu- 


pation is that ot a farm hand, and ho 
works on n plnco 2,'i miles from Boment, 
He was in Deoatur on July 3d, the night 
of the shooting, and was standing on the 
corner of East Main and South Franklin 
streols shortly before tho tragedy, Ho 
was around lown atlcr the murder and 
wont home. At Dement ho hard rend from 
a Docatur paper an account of tho shoot- 
ing, and there in the presence of several 
people he involuntarily remarked that ho 
know nil about the murder and behoved 
lie could identify the murderer. This in- 
formation was communicated to Marshal 
Mason, who had previously sent Con- 
stublo Bailoy to Monticollo to keep his 
oars and eyes open tor pointers. Mason 
got a description of Williams, anil by 
making careful inquiries learned that 
Williams had boon in Dooatur on July 
3d and hud been at certain resorts in 
tho mty. Satisfied that Williams and 
possibly Lew JJernnrd.of Hammond, woro 
important witnesses, on Monday night 
he procured two slate warrants for the 
arrest of Williams and Bernard, on disor- 
derly charges, and Tuesday morning ho 
loft for Dement nl (!;!)0 lo bring tho Iwo 
mon lo Deciitnr, By previous arrange- 
ment he had Constable Bailey al Dement 
and to him ho guvo the Williams war- 
rant, going in person to Hammond on a 
freight train to capture Bernard. Doth 
prisoners wore brought to Dooatur on tho 
F;lllnghnm accommodation at 11 a. m. 
Tho prisoners were kept hidden and last 
evening Williams, after giving u perfect 
description of tho appearance of Faunce 
and his clothes, he was taken to the jail, 
where he positively idonliCod Faunae as 
tlio man standing on tho corner talking 
to a man about lewd women and what he 
would do if anybody interfered with him. 
In tho presence of tho jury Williams 
gave his evidence in detail; told where 
ho had boon in Docatnr on July 3d, and 
gave tho strongest evidence yet produced 
pointing to Fannce as tho mnrderr 
Witness testified positively that he 
Faunce on the Most Main and Franklin 
street corner conversing freely with n 
man, and that because of his braggadocio 
talk he noticed Faunce particularly. Ho 
could hour all thai was said and thai 
both men wore talking about street 
walkers, Faunco insisting that he would 
do np or kill any man who would inter- 
fere with him. fie saw Faunoo go south 
with two women, but is not certain thai 
tho other man went along. Witness 
hoard the shot a few moments utter and 
was convinced in his mind at onco that 


Mason the responsibility for tho "star' 
chamber inquisition," as some folks des- 
ignate the secret character ot the inves- 
tigation, is not only silly in the extreme, 
but is totally unwarranted so far as that 
officer is concerned. He has no authority 
in the matter whatever, and can not de- 
termine whether the investigation shall 
be held with olosed doors or in tho public 
square. The coroner and bis jury, under 
the advice ot the state's attorney, can 
alone decide that question, and it the 
jury so choose, it can disregard tho 
wishes of the coroner nnd state's attor- 
ney, nnd use its own pleasure in the mat- 
ter. It is the solo judge as to the advisa- 
bility or nonadvisability ot sitting wilh 
closed doors. 
Therefore, liny criticism 


that altachos to tho "star chamber" char- 
acter of Iho investigation should bo lev- 
eled al the jury, which, BO far as can bo 
learned, settled the question for itself. 
As a matter of fact, Marshal Mason was 
not in the city at tho time the jury deter- 
mined to hold secret sessions, nor did 
ho know ot tho "star chamber" inquisi- 
tion until the afternoon. Consequently 
the criticism upon him would full to the 
ground.

Meyor & Plainer grocery store; stiud at 
the storo about au hour; BIIW McKinluy 
at Iho store but did not speak to him. 
left the store about nine o'clock; walked 
out of the Bloro when Plumer turned oft 
tho gas in tho Bonth window; did not nao 
McKinlbY when I left the store; did not 
know where lie was when I loft, Mrs, 
Smith was with mo; wo went oust lo Mr.

In tlm presence of tho jury Williums 
gave his evidence in detail; told where 
ho had boon in Docutur on July 3d, and 
gave tho strongest evidence yet produced. 
pointing to Fnnnco as tho murderqtj JJJ* 
Witness testified positively thnt he saw P"" 
Fannce on the Musi Main nnd Frnnklin 
street corner conversing freely with n 
man, nnd that because of his braggadocio 
talk he noticed Fnunce particularly. Ho 
could boar all thnt was said and that 
both men woro talking about street 
walkers, Fuunoo insisting that he would 
do up or kill any man who would inter- 
fere with him. He flaw Fuunoo go south 
with two women, but is nol certain that 
tho other man went along. Witness 
hoard the shot a few moments after und 
was convinced in his mind at onco that 
till) man ho positively identified uflFuunoo 
did Iho shooting. He was at tho Bcono 
ot tho murder soon after it occurred. Ho 
also stated that shortly after tho mur- 
der he suw Fnunce at Wiofol's saloon 
conversing 
with 
somo 
companions. 


Williams was standing on tho northwest 
cornor of Franklin and Rust Main slroels, 
near the oulabooRO, Ho further stilted 
tlinl Iwo men nt Unit point talked to him 
about looking for fnn and lowd women. 
Two oldish looking working women onmo 
along going south, one a littlo taller than 
tho nthor; got half or two-thirds uorosB 
he street l/nunoe started utter them and 
overtook thorn. Fuunoo kept, talking to 
tho smaller Jono; ho said: "Katie" or 
somo such niime. Tho woman replied: 
"I think you are mistaken, my name ifl 
nol Katie, you aro mistaken in the por- 
Bonl" Thoy kopt walking along until 
they oamo to tho brick house next to the 
alley, Just before they got there ono of 
tho women Biiid, "como ovor hero" and a 
man cnmo running to thorn, Thoy wore 
then throw or four steps from tlio alloy, 
Tne man who came over said, "you hud 
better not bo insulting women on Iho 
streets or yon will ho arrested. 
Fiinnco 


said 
"You- 
I will insult 


or nrroBl you." 
In a fow moments tho 


pistol went olT. Tlio man who fired tho 
revolver run two or throe Btopfl south on 
Frnnklin street nnd then turned went nnd 
run ncroBB tho Htroot nnd disappeared. 
The follow that was with Faunco followed 
Hlowly bohinil and wns abnnl at Iho gate 
punt tho small frame house on tho sonth- 
ofiHt corner. After the shooting ho turned 
and cnmo back and wont, sast on Maiir 


Mason the responsibility for tbo "star' 
chamber inquisition," aa some folks des- 
ignate the secret character ot the inves- 
tigation, is not only silly in the extreme, 
but IB totally unwarranted so far us that 
officer is concerned. He him ao authority 
in the matter whatever, und can not de- 
termine whether the investigation shall 
be hold with closed doors or in tho public 
square. The coroner and hie jury, under 
the advice of the state's attorney, can 
alone decide that question, and it the 
jnry so choose, it can disregard tho 
wishes of the coroner and stale's attor- 
ney, and use its own pleasure in the mut- 
ter. It IB the solo judge as to the advisa- 
bility or nonadvisability ot sitting with 
closed doors. 
Therefore, any criticism 


that attaches to tho "star chamber" char- 
acter of the investigation should bo lev- 
eled at tho jury, which, BO far as can bo 
learned, settled the question for itself. 
As a matter of fact, Marshal Mason was 
not in the city at tho timo the jnry deter- 
mined to hold secret Bossiona, nor did 
ho know ot tho "slur chamber" inqnini- 
tion until the afternoon. Consequently 
tho criticism upon him would full to tho 
ground. Jlohns boon hard nl work try- 
ing to unravel Iho mystery ot tho Me 
Kinloy murder, nnd has done ns much a 
nnybody to run the murdoror down.
